** I hasten to give assurance that I have not 
spoken in a spirit of gloomy pessimism. I 
shall be the last of all our people to believe 
that the saving gracé of patriotism among 
my countrymen is dead or will always sleep. 
I know that its timely revival and activity 
means the realization of the loftiest hopes of 
a free nation. I have faith that the awaken- 
ing is forthcoming; and on this faith I build 
a cheerful hope for the healing of all the 
wounds inflicted in slumber and neglect. 

* Nor do I forget my surroundings as I 
speak. If the city of Chicago has had ex- 
periences that support my recital of perils, I 
do not fail to remember that it has also been 
here demostrated in what manner good citi- 
zenship can protect against them. 

“As in the municipality, so in our nation, 
our weal or woe is made dependent upon the 
disinterested participation, or the neglect, of 
good men in public affairs. It is time that 
there should be an end of self-satisfied grati- 
fication, or pretense of virtue, in the phrase, 
*I am not a politician,” and it is time to forbid 
the prostitution of the word to a sinister use. 


All Should Be Politicians. 
“ Every citizen should be politician enough 


to bring himself within the true meaning of 


the term as one who concerns himself with 
* the regulation or government of a nation or 
state, for the preservation of Its safety, peace, 


. sense, and this is good citizenship. 

“If good men are to interfere to make po- 
litical action what it should be they must 
not suppose they will come upon an open field 
unoccupied by an opposing force. On the 
ground they have neglected they will find a 
host of those who engage in politics for per- 
sonal ends and selfish purposes; and this 
gruund cannot be 
hand conflict. 

“The attack must be made under the ban- 
ner of disinterested good citizenship, by sol- 
diers drilled in lessons of patriotism. They 
must be enlisted for life and constantly on 
duty. As the Crusaders fought centuries 
ago for the recovery of the holy land from 
infidel possession, so with the same stubborn 
zeal must today’s crusaders in the cause of 
good government fight to recover their holy 
land from the infidels. who would degrade 
and defile it. 


Creed of Good Citizens, _ 
“Their creed should bind together in gen- 
erous codperation all who are willing to fight 
to make our government what the fathers 
intended it to be—a depository of benefits 
which, in equal current and volume, should 
flow out to all the people. This creed should 


free rtunity .the occasion for seizing es- 
pecial advantages, and should warn against 
the danger of ruthless rapacity. | 
‘eit should deprecate ostentation and ex- 
travagance in the life of our people, and de- 
mand in the management. of public affairs 
simplicity and strict economy. It should 
teach toleration in all things save-dishon- 
esty and infidelity to public trusts. It should 


its fair treatment, but should sternly forbid 
its interference with those contented with 
their toil, and its attempt to force compli- 
ance with its demands by violent disturb- 
ances of peace and good order. 

“It should recognize in the wide distribu- 
tion of capital and industrial enterprise the 
best assurance of intelligent, wholesomely 
interested political conduct, and should con- 
demn ulinebtessary, unnatural, and specula- 
tive combinations in trade or enterprise as 
teaching false business lessons and putting 
our consumers at their mercy. 


Finances Concern All. 

“ It should Insist that our finances and cur- 
rency concern not alone the large traders, 
merchants, and bankers of our land, but that 
they are intimately and every day related 
to the well being of our people in all condi- 
tions of life; and that, therefore, if any a¢é 
justments are necessary, they should be 
made in such manner as shall certainty 
maintain the soundness of our people's earn- 
ings and the security of their savings. 

“It should enjoin respect for the law as 
the quality that cements the fabric of or- 
ganized society and makes possible a gov- 
ernment by the people. And in every sen- 
tence and every line of this creed of 
citizenship, the lesson should be taught that 
our country is a beautiful and productive 
field to be cultivated by loyal Americans, 
who, with weapons near at hand, whether 
they sow and reap, or whether they rest, will 
always be prepared to resist those who at- 
tempt to‘déspoil.by day or pilfer in the night. 

“I am by no means unmindful ofthe extent 
to which the American people are in a certain 
sense governed by parties, and I am quite 
willing to confess a strong party allegiance. 
I speak tonight of something broader and

| PORTRAIT OF VON HOLST 
. PRESENTED TO UNIVERSITY. 


Dr, Harper Makes the Formal Speech of 


Acceptance and Ambassador Tower 


Talks of Relations with Germany. 


In a gathering of scholars, diplomats, and 


university students a life size portrait of 


Prof. Hermann Eduard von Holst, former 
head of the department of history at the 
University of Chicago, was unveiled and pre- 
sented yesterday. 

The address of presentation was made by 
Julius Rosenthal, chairman of the committee 
of friends and admirers who gave the por- 
trait. President Harper, in accepting the 
gift, said that gifts which contributed to the 
esthetic side of life and represented the senti- 
mental aspect of university life were as neces- 
sary and acceptable as gifts of money and 
equipment. He told of his visit to Prof. von 
Holst five weeks ago at his residence in Frei- 
burg, Germany. Although weakened by dis- 
ease, Dr. Harper said, Prof. von Holst re- 
tained his interest in the’ university and 
sent messages to the trustees, faculty, and 
students. His confidence in the permanence 
in democratic institutions had never wavered. 
His belief in the future of the United States 
was stronger than ever. 

Prof. J. Franklin Jameson told of.“ Prof. 
von Holst as a Historian.” Prof. J. Laurence 
Laughlin spoke on “ Prof. von Holst as a 
Man.” 

Charlemagne Tower, United States ambas- 
sador to Germany, spoke on “* Friendly Rela- 
tions Between German and American Schol- 
ars and Thinkers.””

DOWIE’S DEACONS IN POSSESSION 


OF MADISON SQUARE GARDEN. ° 


\rrangements All Made for Reception 
of Pilgrims and the Handling of 
Their Baggage—Two Meals a Day to 
Be Served in Building—General 
Overseer to Stop at Piazsa Hotel, 
While Followers Take Rooms Near 
Headquarters. 


New York, Oct. 14.—[Special.]—Madison 
Square garden was a busy place today. Itis 
being made ready to receive Dowie’s res- 
toration host. The first trainload, which 
left Zion City this morning, is due to arrive 
in this city at 7:30 Friday morning, and 
Evangelist W. B. Kindle, who is making the 
garden ready for the reception of the restora- 
tion host, was notified by wire that the trains 
were all on time. He says it could not be 
otherwise. 

As they arrive the Dowieties will hurry 
to Madison Square garden, and the Metro- 
politan Street Car company has promised 
to have enough cars at the various landing 


laces to get the réstoration host to the 


garden quickly. Once at the garden they 
Will be assigned to living quarters. ‘They 
all will room within a radius of two miles of 
the garden. When they arrive they will pre- 
sent their baggage checks at the garden, and 
when they have been assigned quarters the 
baggage will follow them. One express com- 
pany has this £ontract. 


Dowie to Put Up at the Plaza. 


While Dowie’s followers must be content 
with cheap furnished rooms, he himself will 
live in the Hotel Plaza. Two of his car- 
riages, one open and one closed, with two 
teams of high steppers, arrived at Hoboken 
today. Evangelist Kindle expected the 
horses to be stabled in the Garden basement, 
but the hostier who came on with.the horses 
said the stables in the Garden were not good 
enough, so he put the horses up in a nearby 
livery stable. 

Dowie will ride to and from his hotel, and 
on fine days he will use the open carrriage, so 
folks may look at him. 

Deacon Frank Cotton, who has charge of 
the commissary department, says he will be 
ready. The restoration host will be fed in 
the garden twice each day. The café on the 
ground floor and the concert hall will be used 
as a dining room. In these it is possible to 
feed 1,500 persons at a time. 

‘ Breakfast will be served at 8 o'clock and 
dinner at 5 o'clock in the afternoon,”’ said 
Deacon Cotton. ‘“‘Good, wholesome food 
will make up the meals. 

‘“Ateach meal we will use abut 1,000 pounds 
of meat. The restoration host does not use 
swine flesh or such food as oysters and crabs. 
They’ eat plenty of fish, but only fish with 
fins and scales. 

‘We figure on using 300 men and women to 
serve the food. These servers will be 
changed at each meal. The majority of our 
cooks will be women, and they are coming 


from Zion City.” 


‘Active Work Begins on Sunday. ' 
Although all the restoration host will ar- 
rive on Friday, it will not begin active work 
until Sunday. The time intervening between 
arrival and the first service will be spent in 
getting used to the surroundings. 
The first service will take place Sunday 


‘morning, beginning promptly at 6:30, and 


will last an hour. There will be an early ser- 
vice every morning, and Gerferal Overseer 
Dowie will deliver a discourse. 

On Saturdays there will be only two 
incetings, morning and evening. Onall other 
days there will be three, morning, noon, and 
night. 

Dette the day the crusaders will be out 
making converts and gathering the wicked 
into the fold.

WELLS STREET RESTAURANT 
KEEPER SHOOTS A PATRON. 


While John Cassazza, Wounded, Is on 
Sidewalk James Expapas Fires 
Two More Shots—Sight Arouses the 
Spectators to Threats of Lynching 
and Police Are Forced to Use Clabs 
to Protect Their Prisoner—Dispute 
Over Meal Is Onause. 


The keeper of a restaurant in Wells street 
last night shot and killed a patron who, he 
‘asserted, refused to pay for a meal and at- 
tacked him. Eye witnesses declared tha 
the shooting was unprovoked. | 

The slayer was James Expapas, one of two 
brothers who recently started a restaurant 
at 8 Wells street, and the victim was John 
Cassazza, a teamster, 118 North Franklin 
street. | 

The shooting occurred soon after 6 o'clock, 
when the street was crowded with mer and 
women hurrying to their homes from fac- 
tories in the neighborhood. The crowd’s 
anger was excited when Expapas, according 
the police, stood in the doorway and fired 
two shots at the victim, already wounded and 
lying on the sidewalk, , 
Threats were heard jin the crowd as it 
rushed towards the restaurant, and the man 
ran inside and locked the door. } 


Police Use Their Clubs. 

Ry this time three policemen had arrived. 
They had to use their clubs to drive back the 
crowd and secure entrance to the restaurant. 
The officérs forced the door and seized the 
murderer, who stood in the middle of the 
room holding a revolver. 

The young man was pale and as the police- 
men started towards the door, outside of 
which the crowd was still shouting for re- 
venge, he fainted and fell to the floor. Later 
he was revived, and when cther policemen 
cleared the sidewalks of the crowd he was 
taken out. 

Cassazza's body was lying on the floor of 
L. Breisch’s cigar store, next door to the 
restaurant. He had died almost instantly. 
The prisoner stood near while two policemen 
lifted the body into the wagon. 

elieves Victim Still Is Alive. 

Expapas, looking on, thought he still was 
alive. 

“He has a chance if you would only hurry 
to the hospital,”’ he cried as he knelt beside 
his victim. ( 

When told that Cassazza was dead Expapas 
hid his face in his hands and sobbed. 

Among the witnesses of the shooting are 
Gertrude and Margaret Barton, 26 Wells 
street. They said that Cassazza was abusive 
in his language toward (ixpa from the 
time he started to eat his m until he fin- 
ished. 

Other witnesses declared the killing was 
unprovoked. Expapas and his brother, who 
has been his partner in the business, both 
were locked up. !

PALLS IN TUNNEL: DIES. 


OLIVER VADISH IS VICTIM OF 
CROWDED STREET CAR. 


Young Man Is Standing on Footboard 
of North Clark Street Cable Train 
When He Loses His Balance and Is 
Crushed Between the Wall of the 
River Bere and the Trailer—Hun- 
dreds of Persons His Cries— 
Man Killed by Passenger Train. 


Standing on the footboard of a crowded 
North Clark street car, Oliver Vadish, 24 
years old, lost his balance in the La Salle 
street tunnel last evening and sustained in- 
juries from which he died two hours after- 
ward. The tunnel was crowded with cars 
at the time, and hundreds of persons heard 
the injured man’s cries.

The 
motor man was unable to stop the car until 
Vadish’s body had been rolled between the 
wall and the first trailer. 

Passengers on the train, which was north 
bound, assisted the trainmen in carrying 
the injured man to the mouth of the tunnel 
whence he was taken in a police ambulance 
to the county hospital. He was unconscious 
when taken from the tunnel, and did not re- 
cover his senses. 

Vadish lived at 289 La Salle avenue.

“HE” MEANS “SHE,” AND 
MISS BALL GETS LICENSE. 


Corporation Counsel Holds That Compe- 
tent Woman Is Entitled to Permis- 


sion to Operate Stationary Engine. 


‘“* He,” in the eyes of the law, means either 
man or woman. Consequently, Miss Annie 
Ball may be licensed to operate a stationary 
steam engine at 85 Market street, where 
she has a plant and sometimes has troubles 
with engineers. 

An opinion explaining the rights of women 
under the statutes has been given by Cor- 
poration Counsel Tolman. It was made nec- 
essary by the application of Miss Ball for a 
license, She passed the examination, but 
Secretary Daniel Herlihy of the board of 
examining engineers hesitated to give her au- 
thority because she is @ woman. 

The ordinance providing for the licensing 
of engineers says “ he’’ may be granted a 
license.

Victor Emmanuel and Queen Helena 
Arrive at Paris and Are Received 
with Official Ceremony—People Give 
Cordial and Respectful, but Not an 
Enthusiastic Greeting—State Din- 
ner at the Elysee Palace the Occas- 
ion for Pledges of Friendship.

PARIS, Oct. 14.—King Victor Emmanuel 
and Queen Helena of Italy arrived here to- 
day. President Loubet welcomed the royal 
party to France and kissed both king and 
queen. No one was permitted on the plat- 
form except government officials. ‘The peo- 
ple’s welcome extended to the Italian royal- 
ties was cordial, but not enthusiastic. The

President Loubet this evening gave a ban- 
quet at the Elysée palace in honor of the 
royal visitors.

‘ Loubet’s Toast to Italy. 

At the end of the banquet President Loubet 
arose, and, addressing King Emmanuel, said: 

“Sir, France realizes the significance of 
your majesty’s visit to the president of this 
republic, in which it sees a striking demon- 
stration of the close agreement which, re- 
sponding equally to the sentiments and inter- 
ests of the Italian and French peoples, has 
been established between their governments. 
It is assured that the two countries hence- 
forth can pursue their national tasks with 
reciprocal confidence and good will.” 

King Victor Emmanuel in reply expressed 
his delight at the hearty welcome he had re- 
ceived, adding that he saw therein more thar 
a mere demonstration of the traditional po- 
liteness of the French. His majesty then 
continued: | 
“ France rightly considers my presence jn 
Paris the natural result of that work of rap- 
prochement happily accomplishea between 
the two countries. Italy’s interests make 
her ardently desire the consecration of peace. 
Her position in Europe enables her to con- 
tribute by her attitude to the realization of 
this eminently civilizing result, towards 
which my highest and warmest aspirations 
and the constant efforts of my government 
are directed. I know that my feelings are 
shared by France.” 

May Lead to Arbitration.

“BLACK CROOK” MANAGER DEAD

President Roosevelt is well pleaged with the 
satisfactory manner in which his plan of se- 
lecting referees to decide upon federal ap- 
pointments in the south is working, notwith- 
standing stories to the contrary. Secretary 
Loeb today issued the following statement 
on this subject; 
“Whe presideht is much gratified over the 
results of his through his advisers in 
the southern s give the people clean 
and competent officers and the best possible 
service in all departments. It is his inten- 
tion to sustah: these advisers fully in the 
future, as he has done in the past.” 

Before the president chose the referees, 
who are looked upon as his personal and po- 
tical representatives, appointments in the 
south were practically dictated by politicians 
who were republicans for gain, and they 
were charged with disposing of offices for a 
consideration, 

Under this system some undesirable ap- 
pointments were made, but under the new 
régime, which is entirely responsible and of 
a higher class, appointees are chosen from 
the beet material in the south.

The new general staff of the army has de- 
cided to send agents into South America to 
study the military conditions there. This 
pdlicy is based on the conclusion that the 
next conflict of the American government 
will be for the maintenance of the Monroe 
doctrine. Several army officers now under 
instruction in the division of military in- 
formation will start for South American 
capitals before the end of the month. 
Behind the activity of the general staff 
in studying the characteristics of South 
America from the standpoint of a military 
campaign, there is understood to be a reason 
more immediate than a mere opinion that 
the maintenance or fall of the Monroe doc- 
trine can be settled by force of arms in that 
continent. 
It has come to the knowledge of the au- 
thorities here that the military agents of 
European countries are busily engaged in 
collecting information. as to the character of 
roads, the country generally, the food sup- 
ply, and other things which it is important 
for the military commander to know in re- 
gard to his prospective field of hostile opera- 
tions. While the well established army staff 
organizations of Europe have been collecting 
data of this nature for many years in the 
territory of other great nations, they have 
not heretofore devoted themselves to Latin- 
America. 
This awakening of their interest in this 
connection is naturally fegarded with sus- 
picion, and as the general staff adopts poll. 
cles only after mature consideration and 
upon proper information, it is apparent tha+ 
it must have more intimate advices as to the 
purpose of the Duropean powers in collect- 
ing South American military intelligence 
than the mere statement that the work is 
being done. 
*

Ryan then testitied that Johns told how fa- 
vorably Miller had been impressed with the 
witness in Washington, that Miller's salary 
of only $2,000 was small there, and that both 
needed money. Ryan claimed to have made 
two contracts with Johns at the Filbeck hotel 
in Terre Haute, one for $2,500 for a favorable 
decision and the other for $2,000 for revising 
circulars and other advertising so it would 
pass through the mails. Ryan testified that 
Johns insisted that *‘ the amounts would be 
small when divided.” 

Ryan then went on to testify to all his 
transactions with Johns as the middle man 
up to the time last December when Johns 
came to Cincinnati and they met alone in a 
room at the Gibson house, where Ryan gave 
Johns $1,100 in cash and $3,400 in two checks. 

Ryan continued his story about subsequent 
transactions in which he said Johns wanted 
more funds right along until the witness 
finally made a statement of the whole mat- 
ter to the postoffice inspectors and made no 
further efforts to get bets On the races 
through the mails.

JURY IN TILLMAN CASE 
NOW SEEKING A VERDICT. 


Judge’s Instructions Lay Special Stress 
on the Definition of the Term “ Self- 
Defense.”’ | 


Lexington, 8. C.,Oct. 14.—[Special ]—James 
H. Tillman, who for three weeks hae been 
on trial for the murder of N. G. Gonzales, 
editor of the South Carolina State, is now 
waiting for the verdict of the jury. 

The last of the arguments of the attorneys 
for the prosecution and defense was finished 
shortly before 2 o’clock, and Judge Gary at 
once proceeded to charge the jury. Having 
defined homicide, the court instructed the 
jury that the defendant had set up a plea of 
self-defense and that to sustain that plea 
he must satisfy the jury by a preponderance 
of evidence, not beyond. reasonable doubt, 
of four things—that he was without fault in 
bringing on the difficulty; that he believed 
at the time it was necessary to take the life 
of his adversary to save his own life or to 
save -himself from serious bodily harm; that 
a man or ordinary firmness, prudence, and 
courage in a like situation would have come 
to the same conglusion; and that he had no 
probable means of escape. | 
Concluding, Judge Gary said: 

** Bring to bear on the case your best judg- 
ment and find a verdict according to the 
facts, disregarding any outside claim that 
too many homicides have gone unpunished.”

‘to Seat 500 People May Be Used to 
Build One for 1,500.

through which the city loses control over 
theaters, 

“What would prevent an owner,” asked 
Mr. Herrmann, “from taking out a permit 
for a house to hold 600 persons, thereby get- 
ting the right to use ‘mill’ or ‘ slow burn- 
ing’ construction, and then, after the house 
was built, fitting tt out with seate for 1,500 
persons—a house which should be fireproof 
throughout ?’’ 

“* Nothing,”’ replied Ald. Mavor, “ as far as 
the bullding department is concerned. The 
license, as I understand it, depends on what 
an examination of the house shows the seat- 
ing capacity to be. No license will be issued 
by the license department to a theater which 


has 1,500 seats when the building permit 


shows the place was to contain only 600.”’ 


Call for the License. 


The committee took an immediate notion 
to find out how this theory worked in prac- 
tice. Chairman Hefrmann sent to the license 
department for the license of the La Salle 
theater. 

Deputy City Collector McCarthy came up 
from the collector’s office with the report that 
no one there ever did more than grant li- 
censes to theaters according to entrance 

rices. The ordinance telling what should 

done was read to him. 

“That's news to me,” he sald. * Applica- 
tions are filed with the city clerk, anyway.” 

“Send for Mr. Bender,” said Ald. Herr- 
mann. Chief Clerk Erhorn came up. “ We 
get all our information from the collector’ s 
office,”” he said blandly. 

“ Here,” said Ald. Herrmann, “is a good 
time for three departments to get together.’’ 

Mayor Harrison's private inspection is not 
the only one the two theaters under fire will 
receive. 

Building Commissioner Williams sent As- 
sistant Deputy Andrew Hughes and Inspec- 
tor Edward Loughlin to the La Salle theater 
8 the afternoon. They will report this morn- 
ng. 

“If they find the theater unsafe,” said 
Mr. Williams, “I will close it on my own 
authority, and without delay.” 


New Stories Are Received. 


Before going into secret session to receive 
the mayor, the committee heard two new 
stories. 

Ald. Jozwiakowski of the Sixteenth ward 
said that his colleague, Ald. Stanley Kunz. 
railroaded through the council an order 
giving a resident of the ward permission 
to erect on nine foot posts a frame dwelling, 
for which the building department refused to 
give a permit. 

“The order got through,” broke In Com- 
missioner Williamg, “but I stopped the 
work a second time, anyhow, and it willstay 
stopped. Kunz came to O’Shea and said 
the council had passed the order, and that 
the mayor had signed it. O’Shea gave the 
permit, but I found Kunz had not told the 
truth about the mayor's signing it. He 
didn't sign. And right here I want to ask 
the aldermen not to let such orders’ get 
through.”’ 

“If you will tell us they are coming up, 
they will not go through,” said Ald. Herr- 
mann. “If you don't say anything they 
can be railroaded through.” 

Cc. E. Bowell, a citizen, complained by let- 
ter that the real estate agents, Koester & 
Zander were bui}ding houses on eight inch 
foundations at Armitage and Wilson ave- 
nues instead of the required twelve inches. 
Ald. Minwegen said he had investigated the 
complaint and found ittrue. Commissioner 
Williams said the inspector of that terri- 
tory, Bbertshauer, had forty square miles to 
cover. 

Deputy O’Shea’s Resignation. 

Deputy Commissioner O'Shea resigned be- 
fore the committee began its day's work. 
Mayor Harrison found the letter waiting for 
him on his arrival. He intimated he would 
have to accept the resignation, but declined 
to criticise Mr. O'Shea.

Engineer Goebel Says Fullerton Avenue 


Station Shuts Down When Oiler 
Goes Away for His Dog. 


For two days in June the Fullerton avenue 
pumping station, at which ten city employés 
work, was shut down because Oiler Edward 
Doyle had gone to the bridewell to get his 
dog and failed to return within that time. 
This was the statement made last night be- 
fore the civil service commission by Engi- 
neer Louts Goebel in the hearing of charges 
against himself and Engineer Charles J. De 
Long.

After spending the afternoon listening 
to the testimony of Juergens and Inspectors 
Grannon and Plumstead, the commission ad- 
journed the case to Monday evening. 


BANKRUPT ACCUSED OF FRAUD. 


T. W. Lyons, Grocer, Said to Have 
Omitted Debtors from Schedule 
and Then Collected. 


Charged with attempting fraud dy omitting 
the names of creditors and debtors from | 
bankruptcy schedules filed in the federal 
court, Thomas W. Lyons, a grocer at 31 
State street, was arrested yesterday after- 
noon on an attachment issued by Judge 
Kohisaat. The specific charge is that he 
went about secretly collecting money which 
wae due him while the trustee who had been 
appointed by the court for this purpose was 
attempting to do the same thing for the ben- 
efit of the creditors. Attorney Edward Men- 
kin, who represents Trustee Henry Leman, 
declares that this is the first time such a case 
hae developed under the present 


law. 


STRIKE IMMINENT 
AT STOCKY ARDS, 


Ultimatum to Be Presented 
to the Big Packing 
Houses Today. 


IT INVOLVES 5,000 MEN. 


Wage Increase of 25 Cents a Day 
Demanded, with Walkout 
Alternative 


Five thousand union sausage makers, sup- 
ported by the Packing Trades council and 
its 35,000 members, will present an ultimatum 
to the packers of the Union stockyards that 
unless granted a wage increase of 25 cents 
4 day by 6 o’clock tonight a strike will be 
ordered. 

The workers have arranged for a special 
meeting this evening to prepare for the fight 
should the firms reject their demands. The 
Packing Trades council will convene tomor- 
row night and plan for supporting the men, 
Telegrams have been sent to every other 
packing center of the country asking that 
the unions indorse the stand of the Chicago 
workers. 

The rise of a strike cloud came unexpect- 
edly. Packers and union leaders at the 
yards thought all danger of trouble would 
disappear when the cattle butchers made a 
peaceable arrangement of their wage con- 
troversy two weeks ago. All calculations 
failed when the packers and sausage makers 
met. 

From the start of their conferences there 
was trouble. The men wanted 25 cents a day 
more than the present scale, from $1.75 to 
$2.25 a day. The packers refused on the 
ground that the employés are well paid for 
their work. 


Men Reject a Compromise. 

After three days of discussion the firms com- 
promised and told the men they could have 
2) cents a day increase. This offer was 
brought before the union last night, when 
1,400 workers gathered in Burk’s hall, Forty- 
first and Halsted streets. It was voted down 
and ‘the radical element clamored for an 
immediate strike. This danger was tided 
over by a proposition to serve an ultimatum 
on the firms. 

The employés have littlle hope of the firms 
granting the demands and last night an- 
nounced that the strike will be called within 
a few hours after the meeting tonight. 

The assault on Michael Donnelly, president 
of the Amalgamated Meat Cutters and Butch- 
er Workmen, has stirred up the labor leaders 
and they will unite with the stockyards em- 
ployés in attempting to ferret out the guilty 
person. The Packing Trades council will ap- 
point a committee to look into the affair and 
keep the detectives at work. 


Grace Company Is Threatened. 

A general strike on the buildings being 
erected by the William Grace Construction 
company is threatened unless the firm sends 
back or destroys the sheet metal work made 
for it in the shops of the St. Paul Corniwe 
works for the new Hartford and Kent build- 
ings 

Since the trades unions learned that the 
Grace company is backing E. A. Rysdon & 
Co. in its ight against the sheet metal con- 
tractors’ pool they have been waiting for an 
opportunity to’ punish the firm. All believe 
the chance is at hand and preparations have 
‘been made to take it. 

When the sheet metal workers’ union 
learned of the St. Paul contract it appealed 
to the Associated Building Trades for assist- 
ance. It was decided to warn the Grace 
company that the work could not be used, 
as it was made out of the city and supposedly 
by nonunion men. 

Marble workers striking against the Mar- 
ble Dealers’ association have served notice 
upon John Peirce, contractor for the Chi- 
cago postoffice, that they will not permit any 
marble prepared by nonunion men to be used 
in that building. 

Typographical Union No. 16 last night met 
to vote upon a preposition to add 25 cents 
a month to assessments and dues to raise 
a fund large enough to warrant a campaign 
for the establishment of the eight hour day. 
The vote will not be all counted until late 
this morning, but it is understood that it 
favors the scheme.

Mr. Gompers, president of the American 
féderation of Labor, has given the building 
rades unions of New York City and vicinity 
tome sound advice inrecommending to them 
© agree to the plan of arbitration submitted 
»y the Employers’ association. Some of the 
tnions have signed the agreement, but 
jthers have not. The door is left open, 
however, for the latter to return, The 
Bnions are urged by Mr. Gompers to be 
lenient with them and to urge them to come 
back instead of trying to break them down. 
They are asked. to disband their rival or- | 
ganizations and come once*more into the 
fold. 
. Ip the course of his recommendations Mr. 


~ Gompers expresses his decided belief in the 
futility of the sympathetic strike, which is 


another step in the right direction. He 
thinks it has been carried to such extremes 
and for such insufficient reasons that a re- 
action has set in and that the feeling now 
begins to prevail ‘that all differences in 
disputes between employers and workmen } 
can or must be adjusted by arbitration.” 


Mr. Gompers says: 


In our opinion time and circumstances alone will 
Gemonstrate that agreements with employers for 
the maintenance of industrial peace and the pur- 
euit of the policy of conciliation with every st eon 
edie effort at arbitration of disputed points, and 
yet maintaining the largest possible limit of free- 
Gom of action of the unions, will tend to the es- 
tablishment of more rightful relations between the 
workmen and their employers and the establish- 
ment of a larger degree of industrial Aranquillity 
than any coercive policy of compulsory arbitration, 
Whether enforced by combinations of employers or 
by the state. 

There is hopefulness in this attitude of. 
Mr. Gompers and in the change of attitude 
which is manifesting itself among the build- 
jag trades unions of New York. There is 
aiso better feeling in Chicago between these 
Unions and their employers owing to the 
efforts of the Chicago Building Contractors’ 
council. The movement seems to be geu- 
eral all along the line. The national or- 
ganization of contractors in the building 
trades, which will be effected next month, 
will work for the same principle of arbi- 
tration which Mr. Gompers advises. If the 
unions aud contractors can agree upon some 
general system of arbitration, and good 
faith shall be kept upon both sides, it will 
go far towards bringing about an era of 
better feeling. 

As to the necessity for some agreement to 
arbitrate there need be no argument. The 
millions of building investment in large 
cities hung up or withdrawn altogether 
eught to be an object lesson of.the most con- 
vineing kind. There is no other recourse 
left for ‘contractors but te. demand arbitra- 
tion. Mr. Gompers is wise in recognizing 
the necessity for it and counseling its adop-

Almost any politician 
who has served in any department in the 
city hall must have had the same at first 
bewildering and then benumbing experience 
that Mr. O’Shea had. He must have come 
to know too much. He must have come to 
feel the ache of a surcharged conscience and 
‘the need of a father conféssor. 

But if Mr. O’Shea knew too much about 
some things it is also true that he did not 
know quite enough about others. He did 
not know enough to keep out of the fire- 
proof partition business when his officia] 
position as deputy building commissioner 
made it possible for him to encourage the 
sale of his own goods. He did not know 
enough to avoid specifying some of his. own 
goods in the first draft of the ordinance 
which removed the height limit from Chi- 
cago buildings. He did not know enough to 
refuse to be an accomplice in the construc- 
tion of a theater which is so flimsily put to- 
gether that its patrons are in constant im-. 
minent danger of a horrible death. He did 
not know enough to protect himself against 
city hall atmosphere and to prevent himself 
from inhaling moral consumption, 

The trouble was, therefore, that what Mr. 
O’Shea knew he knew in an academic sense, | 
and what he did he did in a practical sense. - 
Academically he was a man of sensitive 
moral’ feeling. Practically he was a 
man of complaisant immoral connivance. 
He has retired under fire. In fact, he has 
retired under the first volley. The callous 
attendants of the arena of politics will drag 
his corpse off with a hook. His successor 
will soon appear. Let that successor imi- 
tate the medieval practice of the kings of 
ceftain countries and spend a night in prayer 
at the tomb of the man whose regalia he is 
‘to assume. 


A DEFENSE OF THE EPHE | 

The word “ ephemeral ” has come to con- 
vey disparagement. A thing which appears 
“today and disappears tomorrow, leaving no 
apparent trace behind it, is supposed, be- 
eause of its being transitory, to be also 
negligible.- This is. the attitude of the 
learned person who looks over the field of 
contemporary effort, ejaculates “merely 
ephemeral,” and then goes on to devote 
himself to the contemplation of things which 
he regards as the “ eterna! verities.” 

Is there not something wrong about such 
an attitude? In the first place it is only the 
) sum of contemporary things that make up 
eternal things. And in the second place, 
as our bodies are incased in the present, is 
it not reasonable to suppose that there is a 
great and justifiable satisfaction to a poet, 
say,-in knowing and appreciating :his con- 
~temporaries and in being known and appre- 
ciated by them, even if his name never 

reaches the ears of a single representative of 
that terrible board of review called 
verity? 

The generation ‘we are in is a generation 
‘that lives intensely in the present. There 
has been a great outburst of enthusiasm, it 
is true, for historical studies, and history 
is being rewritten, but at the same time, 


the urgency of democratic government, 
which requires the present personal atten- 
tion-of every citizen, is it not equally true 
that there never has been a generation

this one? What has gone before and what

jaws of oblivion, that it may not be amiss 
to say that if a writer is pleasing his own 
generation he is doing something to make 
existence more tolerable and deserves no 
little gratitude and respect. Are we not just 
as much in need of writers as our deseend- 
ants? Why should scornful gentlemen toil 
away for our descendants instead of for us? 
And which is the greater fame, anyway, to 
have a million readers during one’s lifetime 
or ten a century ever afterwards? 

The fact is that the value of posthumous 
fame has been greatly exaggerated by the 
schools. They feed oh the past. This is 
not their fault. They have to. But people 
who are living in the present might as well 
work for the present and enjoy it and be 
enjoyed by it and disregard the learned per- 
son who stands on the sidelines of the game 
and shouts: “ You are going to be forgotten 
as soou as you are dead!” Whatif you are? 
In at least one respect, so much the better 
for you! You will escape the learned per- 
sons of the future, and no Ph. D, will ever 
count the number of times you used the 
word “ strennous.” This last escape will be 
no slight one for anybody who wrote during 
the year 1902. 

MARITIME OUTLETS. 

Speaking of the idea that a young writer 
in order to see life must go and live in queer 
places among queer people, Mr. Chesterton 
remarks in his recent book on Browning 
that the real artist finds even the members 
of his family human.

States and the United States began to claim 
the whole seacoast north of the southern 
boundary of its newly acquired territory. 
The United States was as resolute as the 
British empire used to be. It could not un- 
derstand why the Canadians should want a 
boundary line, which should hop, skip, and 
jump from headland to cape and from cape 
to promontory. It could not understand 
why the boundary line should not keep at a 
distance of ten maritime leagues from every 


point on the coast. It could not understand 


why the Canadians should want maritime 
outlets: 

Meanwhile the French and Spanish, who 
remember how the United States used to 
talk about maritime outlets when it felt the 
want of New Orleans, have the right to fail 
to suppress their smiles. What the French 
and Spanish denied to us, what the British 
denied to the Russians, we deny to the Brit- 
ish.

HE palace of the Quai d Orsay, where 
the French government is lodging the 
king and queen of Italy during their 
stay om the banks of the Seine, is the 

youngest, if I may use the expression, 
of all the palaces belonging to the state In 
Paris. 

Indeed,” it fe but fifty years since it was 
completed and taken possession of by the 
department of foreign affairs, then under 
the direction of M. Drouyn de Lhuys, the 
foundation stone of the building having._been 
laid in 1845 during the reign of King Louis 

ilippe by the latter's premier, the his- 
torian Guizot. 

Yet the palace during Us half century of 
existence has been the scene of many im- 
portant and historical gatherings, in sev- 
eral of which the United States has been con- 
cerned. It was there that the famous con- 
gress of Paris was held in 1856 which closed 
the entrance of the Black sea to warships of 
every nation, and more especially to those 
of Russia, and it was there, too, that in 1899 
the conferences between the peace commis- 
sioners of the United States and Spain took 
place, which terminated in the surrender 
-by Spain of all the remnants of her once im- 
mense colonial empire. 


M. Deleasse is the thirty-ninth minister 
of foreign affairs who has held office since 
the department was established in the pal- 
ace of the Quai #@Orsay, and while he has 
been longer in Office than any of his prede- 
cessors he may be said to have spent there 
less time than most of them. For he has 
always refused to make use of the apart- 
ments assigned to him there as an official 
residence, and continues to oecupy his pri- 
vate home, a comfortable and convenient 
flat on the Boulevard de Clichy, to which he 
makes his way after the conclusion of work- 
ing hours, sometimes on foot and sometimes 
‘In a one horse and exceedingly unobtrusive 
carriage, which he hires by the month. In- 
deed, he Is a man entirely without any pre- 
tension or arrogance, and certainly the most 
capable minister of foreign affairs who has 
ever presided over the destinies of the pal- 
ace of the Quai d'Orsay. 


With regard to the king and queen of Italy 
it may be well to draw attention to a re- 
markable article which has just appeared in 
one of the leading Parisian reviews bearing 
the signature of Signora Paola Lombroso, 
who is one of the leaders of the radical so- 
cialist movement in Italy. She describes the 
king and queen as two honest, lovable peo- 
ple, resolved to live without pose or preten- 
sion, as a devoted married couple who take 
life seriously. The king’s exceptionally se- 
vere and careful education, while it has not 
converted him into a man of genius, has left 
him highly cultivated and open to new ideas. 
He is solid, level headed, and prudent, an 
excellent observer and a sound judge of 
men. According to Mme. Lombroso, he be-. 
trays a disguised preference for the ad-/ , 
vanced parties in Italy, a secret sympathy 
which has provoked the ill humor of the 
monarchical groups who consider them- 
selves called upon to save the monarchy in 
spite of the sovereign. One great source of 
the popular sympathy enjoyed by the king 
is his complete absence of vanity. He is T 
opposed to all state parade and has quite 
excluded it from his private life. He loves 
solitude and tranquillity, and speaks of his 
island retreat at Monte Cristo as his moral 
sanitarium. In spite of his love of nature 
he has no taste for art or poetry. ) 

The queen is described by the socialist 
writer as having preserved in the midst of 
the splendors of a royal court her simplicity, 
her attachment to home life, and that good 
sense which has enabled her to resist false 
wr and to defy superannuated preju- 

ce. 


Private letters from Lord Curzon announce 
his departure from India for next May. Lady 
Curzon will precede him, arriving in London 
at the end of February. Lord Curzon would

In view of the astonishment which has 
been created by the transfer of St. John 
Brodrick from the war department to the 
post of secretary of state for India, it may 
be mentioned that he is one of the most in- 
timate and oldest friends of Lord Curzon, and 
that the two are certain to work much more 
harmoniously together than Lord Curzon and 
Lord George Hamilton, between whom there 
has been all along a considerable amount of 
friction owing to a disposition on the part 
of both men to feel that the other was un- 
duly usurping prerogatives and authority 
that belonged to himself.

"REILLY, late of B company, Fourth 
United States regulars, got a long 
envelope the other day from the post- 
man, with half a dogen stamps in one 
corner. And on each*® stamp was 
printed the word “ Philippine.” 
‘“T wonder,” said O’Reilly, as he looked 
at it contemplatively, “is this from Larry, 
the Chinese colonel, or my old college chum, 
Mike Welsh? The last I knew of Michaei he 
was about to open a dentist's office in the 
beautiful city of Singapore. We'll tear 
open and see.” 
The letter was dated at Manila in the 
month of June, and it was signed by Larry 
Crowell, as a quick glance at the bottom of 
the second typewritten page showed. This 
'is what Larry had to say: 
* Since I wrote you last, my dear boy, 
I've been three times in a fair Way to be a 
millionaire--though just now I’m so near 
broke I can’t send you the fifteen bucka- 
rhines I borrowed that last evening at Shang- 
hai. 
* You remember the old cock pit at Santa 
Anna, just outside of Manila, where the goo 
goos go every afternoon to fight’ their 
roosters? That was the place, you'll recol- 
lect, where we picked up old Gen. Pio del 
Pilar, dressed up like a coolie? 
“ Well, the native who used to referee the 
cock fights didn’t seem to be able to manage 
things so that his patrons were satisfied. 
Often the proceedings broke up in a row, so 
finally they came to me, seeing that I could 
speak Spanish and Tagalog, to act as genera! 
manager and official peacemaker at the pit. 
“IT stuck at that job, In connection with 
my other duties, until I had laid by a little 
‘matter of $8,000 in good, old gold. I madeup 
my mind then that I might as well get rich 
out of the pearl fisheries down Mindanao 
‘way as any other Americano. So I invested 
in a thirty ton lugger, with a crew of six goo 
goos, including three native divers, and sent 
the outfit down to work the clam banks 
not arty too far from the coast of Borneo. 
* You know how those pearl divers work? 
No diving bells or armor forthem. Just tic 
a 200 pound rock to the end of a rope, strip 
off their clothes, stick a long knife in their 
teeth, stand on top of the rock with their 
bare feet, hold on to the rope with both 
hands and—ca-plunk—down they go. over 
the edge of the schooner In forty feet of 
water. 
“You remember the big pearl bearing 
oysters, too, don’t you? Theshells about two 
feat long, so that when a diver gets ten or 
a dozen of them In the basket swung across 
his shoulders he’s ready to be pulled up. A 
pearl is only an accident. What we depend 
on, of course, ts the mother-of-pearl. 
* Well, my son, after two weeks’ work, 
we had three tons of mother-of-pear! stuffed 
away in the hold of the lugger, to eaxy notn- 
ing of half a dogen good sized pearls, and we 
decided to pull out for Manila. Coming 
across—it was just my blamed luck—we ran 
intoa typhoon. The lugger and the mother-of- 
pearls and the pearis and. incidentally, one 
of my natives sunk down deep in the sea, and 
the rest of us had hard work getting ashore. 
“ The net result was that your uncle was 
clean. But that same evening I met 
our old Chinese friend, the Hon. Lim Jap, 
He always was a sympathetic cuss and when 
he heard my tale of woe he was ready to 
weep on my shoulder. 
“*Why not clorner rice?’ he said to me 
‘Lim Jap, he glot one plecee rice; Larry, he 
giot one piecee, We stickee Melicee man.’ 
** Lim Jap and I put our brains into partner- 
ship, and between us we got control of most 
of the available rice crop. When we got 
through with our little speculation my share 
of the profits was $4,500 in gold. I tell you, 
O'Reilly, my bold bucko, you can’t keep « 
good man down.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON “CHANGE. | HONEY 


President Chandler considers it altogether 
likely that the violation of rules and the 
legal advice committees will report to the 
directors next Tuesday on the legal and other 
phases of the question of trading in priv- 
lleges, and if this should be the case the gov- 
erning body will have before it a question, 
the settlement of which may give it some 
busy moments. Whichever way the official 
cat Jumps in the put and cali matter, some of 
the membership is bound to be disgruntled. 
The attitude of the president of the associa- 
tion is not at all equivocal, and it is more 
than likely that Mr. Chandler’s views are, or: 
will be entertained by the directors as a 
whole. But at the same time it is more than 
probable the official action Will not find entire 
favor with the membership. It never does. 
For many months past there has been an 
expectation that the directors would be 
forced to take up this privilege question, at 
least to the extent of regulating the econ- 
duct of the local membership. An Illinois 
law prohibits trading in privileges on the 
local board, but Wisconsin has no such 
statute, and a lot of business goes to the 
Milwaukee market in consequence. The 
claim in somé direction is that Chicago is 
building up the Milwaukee market and en- 
riching the membership in’ the Milwaukee 
Chamber of Commerce on business which is 
an outgrowth of the put and call trade. In 
some official directions it is held that the 
directors can stop all the present talk and 
quell a good dea) of the ill feeling by ruling 
that members of the local asrociation shall 
not trade in privileges in any other market. 
But some of the directors are not so sure of 
this, holding that it would be a restriction 
of personal privilege and conduct, the right 
to regulate which they would not assume. It 
is claimed the Milwaukee board allows its 
members to do a commission business for 
twenty-one different exchanges, and this 
business is done at one-sixteenth commis- 
sion, while the best rate the Chicago man 
can make to his outside trade is one-eighth of 
a cent. 
action on it will doubtless prove that even 
if the directors cannot regulate the trading 
local members do in other markets, it will 
unquestionably assume the right to say that 
privilege trades shall not go to Milwaukeo 
or any other market direct from the exchange 
floor. The effect of a ruling of this kind would 
be to take a lot of business away from the 
Chicago and Milwaukee company. 


Fine weather northwest does not appear to 
help the grain movement. A prominent ele- 
vator company located at Winona, operating 
175 stations in Minnesota, northern Iowa, 
and South DaRota, bought 19,000 bu of wheat 
on Tuesday, 26,000 bu oats, 20,000 bu of bar- 
ley, and 2,300 bu of flax, and no corn, making 
a total of 69,300 bu. The same day last year 
they bought 120,000 bu of grain. “‘ This surely 
is an indication,” said Mr. Patten, “‘ of how 
receipts are liable to run in the future, as 
good weather prevails up through that ter- 
ritory and has for some days past.

“ Business is a little quieter, but the main: 
trouble, of course, has been in Wall street. 
I am inclined to think the worst is over there, . 
though there may be further happenings 
that will occasionally cause lower prices. 

“ But I learn there.is a better money senti- 
ment in. New York and rates are working 
lower. The prediction of easier money fn 
the east is advanced by those in a position to 
be familiar with the situation. I notice also 
an improved demand for high grade bonds. 
For instance, two months ago Burlington 
3% per cent bonds were selling at 88. Now 
they are quoted at 924% bid. That is an indi- 
cation of considerable improvement in the 
bond market. 

“‘I think we shall have a sounder and larger 
‘crop of corn this year than the average 
crop. I was out in Kansas last week and 
saw corn that had been planted after June 
20 in the Missouri river bottoms. The farm- 
ers there said they would raise more corn 
than ever before. They considered then 
that this late planted corn was far enough 
along not to be injured by frost. That was 
one Ww ago and there has been no frost 


since,”’

The proposition to prevent members from 
representing companies which are not subject 
to examination by the Illinois insurance de- 
partment was changed to make it unneces- 
sary to consider such companies in placing 
surplus lines, 

The national board form of coinsurance 
clause was adopted. No change is made In 
the Hability/of the company or the amount 
due the insured by the change, but uniformity 
of practice is secured, the national board 
form being in general use. 

The association declined to permit side- 
walks to be excluded from the mandatory 
commercial building form. It was pointed 
out that to leave this optional would result 
in nonconcurrent insurance, with all its evils. 

A rule was adopted prohibiting any waiver 
of the conditions of the policy in favor of the 
landlord. The Illinois Appellate court decided 
recently that a landlord’s insurance might 
by voided by the act of his tenant, though 
he might be ignorant of the act, and the Chi- 
cago real estate board has been trying to get 
out of this Mability by a clause which would 
waive the policy conditions in favor of the 
landlord.
